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Sir: 

Applicant submits these comments to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance attached to the Notice of Allowability issued on July 14, 2005. Applicant concurs 
with the Examiner that none of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, teach the 
features of Applicant's invention of a solenoid operated valve actuating apparatus comprising 
an armature biased by at least one spring member into contact with a movable fluid control 
member or the features that the diameter of a central opening of a core member adjacent a 
second shoulder is greater than the diameter of the central opening adjacent the first shoulder. 
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Applicant notes, however, that there are other novel features of the invention and that the 
limitations cited by the Examiner are not required in all of the claims. Applicant further notes 
that the claims are restricted only by the limitations contained therein and the equivalents 
entitled to by law. 

Additionally, independent claims 1, 23, and 33 have been allowed without amendment 
and are entitled to the full scope of protection available under the doctrine of equivalents. 
Applicant further notes that, although claims 11 and 12 were amended during prosecution, 
certain limitations therein are entitled to the full scope of protection afforded by the doctrine 
of equivalents and that limited equivalents should be available under the law for the 
limitations that were added.
